An announcement of interest to 
Narberth bowlers was made this 
week about the fall interchurch 
schedule.

Due to an amendment of Rule 
No. 2, each team must have the 
required number of players from its 
own .members, as there can be no 
interchange of players.

WEEK 

Fire is a preventable thing, yet 
through careless neglect of the 
rriost simple things, the loss of fire 
runs into millions of dollars each 
year.

' one-half if we exercise care.

Frank 
Barrett, who was attracted by the 
crash, gave first aid, applying a 
tourniquet to Kearney's arm. ■ He 
then rushed him to the West Phil- 
adelphia Homeopathic Hospital, 
where physicians found the chauf- 
feur in a serious condition from 
the loss of blood. 

The second accident on the hill 
happened the following night. 
Wednesday, at 8.30 o'clock. A 
Ford delivery truck of the Media 
Pharmacy, parked on the hill 
above Union avenue, with motor 
running while a boy was making 
a delivery in a house nearby, slip- 
ped the rachet of its emergency 
brake and went into high gear. 
Its wheels guided by the curbing 
the car proceeded down the hill 
"nil tilt, and at the intersection of 
Aberdale Road it crashed into a 
Ford sedan driven by H. Little. 
Bala taximan. Little saw the ma 
chine approaching but when he 
attempted to turn out of its way 
the engine in his own car stalled. 

The taximan escaped injury, al- 
though the side of his sedan was 
staved in by the crash. The radi- 
ator and front fenders of the rider- 
less delivery truck were smashed.

WILL RE-OPEN SOON 



Present plans call for the broad- 
casting of the first radio program 
of the season from station WABQ, 
of the Haverford College Radio 
Club, on Monday evening, October 
1 8. Final arrangements have not 
been completed to date, but it is ex- 
pected that classical and dance .mu- 
sic will be broadcast by a group of 
Philadelphia artists at this time. 

William S. Harstad, president of 
the Radio Club, has announced that 
the college station will broadcast 
this year on 500 watts power as a 
minimum, five times the wattage 
used last year. If sufficient funds 
can be secured, WABQ will be op- 
erated on 1000 watts power. It is 
possible that this increased power 
will be used occasionally under the 
present arrangements as permission 
to increase the power and change 
the wave length of the station was 
received from the Department of 
Commerce in August. 

To Change Wave Length. 

An application for changing the 
wave length of station WABQ and 
increasing the wattage was sent to 
the Department of Commerce last 
December when the control of ra- 
dio broadcasting was still in this de- 
partment of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Since that time, the restrictions 
imposed by the Government have 
been lifted, but the officials of the 
club have been unwilling to^ act 
without the approval of the Com- 
merce Department. 

Plans are now under way for 
changing the wave length of the 
Haverford station from 261 meters 
to 367.5 meters, due principally to 
the erection of a powerful broad- 
casting station using 261 meters, 
near Philadelphia last year. This 
makes it difficult for station WABQ 
to broadcast efficiently at all times 
in this vicinity. There are now 16 
stations in all employing this wave 
length whereas only a few of the 
larger stations employ a wave length 
of 367.5 meters, which can be tuned 
in by small receiving sets with 
greater ease. 

A final decision on changing the 
present wave length of station 
WABQ will be reached within the 
next week or 10 days following a 



conference of club officials with R. 
Y. Cadmus, of Baltimore, radio su- 
pervisor of the Middle Atlantic 

States. 

New Aerial Tower. 

While arrangements are under 
way for operating the set on in- 
creased power and with higher 
wave length, members of the Radio 
Club are preparing to broadcast, 
regularly using the improved aerial 
made possible by the gift of a 60- 
foot structural steel tower last June 
by the graduating class. 

This tower cost $250, and was 
erected on the northeast corner of 
the roof of Sharpless Hall under the 
supervision of members of the Ra- 
dio Club after the close of the col- 
lege term in June. Structural steel 
supports were designed by one of 
the engineering classes under the 
direction of Dr. Leon Rittenhouse 
and set in place at a cost of $50 to 
the Radio Club. 

The erection of the new aerial 
tower has greatly increased the 
transmitting range of the college 
station since the elevation of the ae- 



rial wire is now 120 feet above the 
ground at all points instead of be- 
ing 120 fet high at one end and 60 
feet high at the other. 

A two and a half hour test pro- 
gram on 500 watts power was suc- 
cessfully conducted last June with 
the use of the new aerial tower, 
which adds to the symmetry of the 
building as well as increasing the 
transmitting power of the set. 
Fewer Programs. 

Charles Thompson, studio direc- 
tor, has announced that fewer pro- 
grams will be broadcast this year 
than last, but that these will be made 
more elaborate and a higher stand- 
ard of excellence will be maintained. 
It is expected that some of the more 
important football games will be 
broadcast this year and arrange- 
ments have been completed to con- 
tinue the regular weekly organ re- 
citals from the Ardmore Theatre. 
The Stieff Piano Company will also 
continue to broadcast programs 
once a month. Faculty lectures will 
again be a feature of the broadcast- 
ing schedule.
